ing, is to them a continued Scene of Mt. 
fery. Hope, the great Comforter of Man- 
kind, is for ever excluded ; nor have their 
Mafters any more Regard to their immor- 
tal Part, never inftruéting them in the 
Lights of Chriftianity, themfelves forget. 
ting the chief Precept of it im their Ufage 
of them, wiz, Doing as they would be 
done by. 

The only Arguments that can be urg'd

European Ship appears on the Coaft, ‘tis 
a fure Forerunner of Rapine, Murder, and 
the greateft Calamity. Then how unwor- 
thy human Nature, and how oppofite to 
the Rules laid down in the Gofpel by our 
great Mafter, is that kidnapping Sort of 
Traffick ! But in a free People, as the Erg- 
ifs are, who on all Occafions fhew the 
greateft Abhorrence of Slavery, ’tis doubly 
criminal.

chafed Profelytes make no great Figure ; 
or this Method imdeed has no Effect, but 
upon the loweft People. And confidering 
how improper an Application this is to the 
Confcience, there is Ground to fufpect, 
that it is made ufe of rather to railé 
Recruits againft a proper Time, than in 
Hopes to make real Converts. I with we 
nray not foon feel the Effects of this Ma- 
nagement fo long connived at. 

But to prevent this, and whatever cife 
we may apprehend from the Anger and 
Difpleafure of God, let us feck the Lord in 
our Diftrefs; and by acknowledging ovr 
own Unworthinefs, and the Abufe of former 
Mercies, render ourfelves Objetts of his 
Goodnefs and Forgivenefs.

HE City of Edinburgh confifts of one 
= large and pretty broad Street, which 
runs in a Defcent all the Way from the 
Caftie to the Nether Bow, which is the 
City Gate, and from thence, down to the 
Abbey of Holy-Rood-Houfe, which was the 
Palace of the Kings of Scotland, in Times 
of fettled Peace and Tranquillity ; for whien 
their Dominions were vexed (as they too 
often were) With civil Diffenfions, they 
were wont to keep their Court in this 
Caftle. 

It ftands on the Summit of that Hill, on 
the Slope of which lies the City of Edin- 
burgh, and prefents a delightful and mott 
extenfive Profpe& from the Ifland of Ba/s, 
at the Mouth of the Frith, up to the City of 
Stirling, overlooking all the Coafts on both 
Sides. It hangs over and commands the 
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mediately after the Place furrender’d, pub- 
lifh’d a Proclamation, commanding that 
the Terms he had granted fhould be re- 
ligioufly obferv'd by his Officers and Sol - 
diers on Pain of Death. He found in it 
fiity-two Pieces of Cannon, moft of them 
Brafs, 10,000 Small Arms, and a vatt 
Quantity of Ammunition and Provifian.

Sunpay, 6. 

Field - Marfhal Wade, Commander in 
Chief of his Majefty’s Forces in Srotland, 
fet out with a large Retinue, from his Houfe 
in Burlington-ftreet, for Doncafter in York- 
fire, to take upon him the Command 
of the Army affembling there. 

About One in the Morning, a Detach- 
ment of the third Regiment of Foot-Guards, 
under the Command of the Lord- Charles 
Hay, and feveral other Officers, confifting 
of upwards of 100 Men, march’d from the 
Parade to Lincola’s-Inn-Fields Playhoufe ;

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HE only remarkable News we have 
from Flanders fince our. laft, is, that 

the ftrong Town of Ash, which was in- 
vefted by the French on the r8th alt, was 
furrendered by Capitulation on the 27th, 
the Garifon being allowed to march out 
with the Honours of War, and to be con- 
duéted to Bruffels. 

- From Berlin, of the 24th uit. we have 

the following Account of a Battle in Babe- 

mia: In the Night between the rth and 


agth, the Enemy’s whole Army made a. 


forced March, if order to furprize and at- 
tack the King in ‘his Camp at Standentz, 
near Praufniez, The Enemy advanced with 
fo much the more’ Confidence, a8 they 
were informed, that the King’s Army did 
not amount t half the Number of theirs ; 
and poured with all their Forces, which 
made neat 60,000 Men, upon his Majefty’s 
Troops, who hardly exceeded 26,000. _ 

Upon the Enemy's Approach, the King 
drew vp his Army in Order of Battle. Be- 
fides tye Dalparity of Forces, we had the 
Difadyantage of the Ground, which was 
full of Woods and Hills: Neverthelefs, by 
the Help of the Almighty, after a bloody 
and obftinate Engagement, which lafted a- 
bove 5 Hours, his Majefty gained a com- 
pleat Victory, the Enemy being forced to 
retire in great‘Confufion two Leagues from 
the Field of Battle, leaving upwards of 30c0 
Men killed or wounded, with as many Pn- 
foners, befides their Artillery, and a good 
Number of Colours and other Trophies. 

Our Lofs is not confiderable ; but Prince 
Albert of Brunfwick, Brother to the Queen, 

“unfortunately fell in the Battle, as did like- 
wife Major # del, of the King’s Guards. 
Major Gen. Bi.ncterfee and Col, Rlaxthen- 
dourg, are dangeroufly wounded: Major 

. Gen. Count Schmerrau, Col. Forcadé,) Col. 
Count Deknz, and Lieut. Col. Wortks, are 
dightly wounded. : 

During the Battle the Enemy's ‘Irregular 
‘Troops fell upon the King’s and 
Equipages, where the. es mes 
and his Majefty’s Servants were, and we 
fear they have fallen into their Hands. 

To this Account we fhall add, that thefe 
Irregular Treops had Orders to attack the 
Pruffian Army in the Rear; but being more 
fond of Plunder than Vi@tory, they delayed 
executing thefe Orders till it was too late, 
which gave their Enemies the Vi@ory: 
However, they carried off the King’s Bag- 

ge, and therewith bis Cabinet and all his 

apers, as well as his Secretaries and Ser- 
vants.'.

the whole proteéted by a Battery of two or 
three Pieces, which he had raifed in the 
Night ; this fucceeded fo well, that our 
Poft was immediately furrounded with a 
confiderable Body of Horfe and Foot, and 
the Brigade that defended it, which con- 
fifted only of. four Battalions, was foon 
forced to give Way and retire to the 
Hillocks behing them, where they were 
brifkly purfued by the Enemy's Miquelets 
and Grenadiers, while the reft of their 
Troops fecur’d the Poft, and divided that 
Body from the reft of the King of Sar- 
dinia’s Infa’ ‘ry, and his whole Cavalry. 
Upon this his Sardinian Majefty was obliged 
to retire under the Walls of Vajencra, which 
was executed in pretty good Order,. the Ca- 
valry forming the. Rear-Guard. Of our 
Infantry only the fayr Battalions that were 
attacked, and one fent.to their Afiiftance, 


_and to cover their Retreat, fuffered greatly, 


and loft their, Camp and all their .Equ- 
pages, together with five Pieces of Cannon 
which ected our Bridge on that Part. 
Our Horfe was likewife very britkly attack- 


. ed in theig Retreat, and behav’d very. well ; 


their Lofs is confiderable, particularly in 
Officers ; what contributed greatly to pre- 
vent its being totally defeated, was, the 
Appearance of Count Sc ‘s Van- 
Aufirian Arroy 
, at Valer- 
Miles from this Place, where it was f- 


folv’d to take-a near the Pe, and 
the Walls of this Town, into which the whale 


_ combined Army march’d on the 2oth pat.
